Onr neighbours 
in the Straits have been suffering froma 
acrrcity of Mexican datlars, and the same 
searcity was experienced at, S:igon Inst year, 
the canges in the Intter oxso being given an 
the withdrawal of silver (1) for the disburse. 
ments in Tonqnin in conneestion with the 
wat, and (2) to meet tha Chinese Govern. 
ment loans. The difficulty, at Srigon hes 
been promptly met be the issue of a French 
Aollar coinet at the Puri mint, and issued i 
«by the Bangue’ de [Indo-Uhine, in concert 
with the Ministry of Finanee. From the last 
report of the Bink named wo gather that 
the initistive in the mutter eime from. that 
institution, which, presumably, expecta to 
makoa profit by the businoss, bub seaing 
that the new coin is-nf higher intrinsic valno.

fact, the fatal ‘mistake had been made of 
putting too much fing. silver into the now 
doll, With 874.4-grains’ of pure. silver, 
the Hoagkong dollar. could not compete with 
the Mexican; with 970 graina only, it could 
have swept ita, adversary from the field.”

Oar Singapore contemporary proposed a new 
British Dollar, weight 416 grains Troy, 890 
fine=870.24 graina fine aifver, that is, con- 
taining 3.777 prains of pure silver lesa than 
tho Moxican Dullar, or 1.02 per cent. worse, 
while its metallic worth, would bo slightly 
more than that of tho Carolus or Pillar Dol- 
lar. * The expense of coining the new Dollar 
—-say | per cent.—would be thrown on thoso 
for whom it waa coined; and as thé process 
of minting would involva a delay of ten to 
fourteen days after the bar silver (the raw 
mutefial) had been paid for—a do'ay which 
is avoided in the case of shipping Merjeans 
to the Hast— interest for thia Re sae 
also ba taken into account in reckoning the 
price—siy another £ per cent.—ia all about 
1 per cent.,. thas bringing the cost of the 
proposed Dollar just undor the matallic 
value of the Mexican.” The weak point in 
convection with this schema is that, whilo 
the new coin could no doubt be.made legal 
tynder on British territory without any dif- 
ficulty it would uot be calculated to make its 
way in China, where parsons who had to re- 
ceive payment in silver- would naturally pre- 
fer the coin which contained the moat pure 
metal. For some time past, however, Moxi- 
can dollars have commanded a promium over 
their metallic value plas the coat of minting, 
which circumstances pointe to the con. 
clusion that: a British dollar of the same 
weight and finaness as tha “Meriean would 
meet arcady demand. The proposal of the 
Singapore Free Preas wan really to debase the 
currency, to an infinitessimal extent certainly, 
but nevertheless to asnfficiont extent toinapira 
our contomporary ‘itself with doubts as to 
whether, it would command acceptance 
outside British territory.

Notification” dated 30th March, 1896, by Mr. J, 
MgLeavy Brown, the Commissionor*of Cuatoms, 
in his capacity of the Chairman of tho Municipal 
Connail, waa cironlated to all the foreign firms in 
this port notifying to them that in nocordance 
with o resolution: passed ats meeting af rate- 
ayors on tho British Concossion, held on tho 
28th. January, 1886, on and aftor the Ist April 
1886, wharfage Anos of ten conts world:-bo levied 
on each chest of ‘opium as well of on ovary ona 
hundred half-ohests or two handrad boxes of tan, 
Jandod and/or stored on the British Concession. 
As the Cusfom Bonso here is situated in tho 
midst of the British Concession, it was evident 
that ndne of the opium or tea chests would es- 
cape the wharfage Anes, as it'could not but bo 
landed before it is examined by the Gastoms 
offfcer at the jetty. No reasons wera sot: forth 
in tho notification os to tho levy of thess wharf 
‘age dues, but it waa intimated that the funds 50 
collectad would be utilized for tho improvoment 
of tha Bund on the Concession, ad tor keeping 
itin neat. order, soas to make it worthy of the 
name it bears. No objection waa raised by any 
one against tho levy of tho dues, as the object 
in, view of the Conncil was so laudable and 
worthy the snpport of all interostéd in it 
But, strango to say, sir, that though moro 
thou three months have: now. elapsed since 
tho publication of the notification, and thongh 
‘tho duos for the months of April, Muy.” and 
June have already hoon collected, no movement 
has ‘boon made yet by the Municipal Council 
to give a practical shape tothe resolution pasaod 
by them.

the range of probability—alleging the non- 
fulfilment of thoir original aim,‘ vis.,-the im- 
provement of tha Bund, as the prima oause of 
their refusal, Lotus, therofora, hope that the 
Coaueil will no-moro posttone this question of 
the improvement of the: Bund to a remoter data, 
but will, patting aside their apathy, soon devise 
some measures to give a practical effect to the 
rerolution they have'so wisely committed to

Your abls articles upon the usvigation of tho 
Upper: Yungtsio and the'‘roports of . wiscoxsiva 
British Consular Agonts who have roxided -in 
Szeohuen, show the inducements offarad to mur- 
chants and othors to astablish atsam communioa- 
tion with Chungking, ‘The sttention of the Man- 
chester Chamber of Commerce was again brought 
to this’ subject in May Jost by Mr, Aloxander 
Hoaio, who read to the Chambor a papor cntitled 
“Tha Trade of, Western and South-Western 
China” It is a muattor’ of ‘great regrot that, 
whilst this subject is fresh before our minds, and

sterling. Thero is also “a regular passen- 
ger trafflo which is condugted butweon Szuchuen 
and tho lower Yaugtsze in specially contracted 
bonts:” TT loave these matters to the oonsidora- 
tion of the moreantile community., I shall limit 
mysolf to a fow romarks upon the diffionttins of 
the formation of internal navigation with Chun- 
king, ay dessribod by Mr, Hosio in his report, 
and add a fow words about the vassels and min 
chinory suitable for hia work. 

Tho following extract from Mr. Tosie’s re- 
port will elucidate matters — ..

At low-water, that is to say, 
during the monthaof Decumber, January, Fobra- 
ary and March, thevolumooftho Yangtsze, which, * 
owing to the contraction of the channel is-cooped 
up in the gorges, on emerging from them pours 
into the wider ‘bed of the river, forming 
races and in one placoa rapid of considurable 
importance, This rapid lies at the eastern ond 
of the Mi-tsangy Goro, 33 miles from Ichang, 
-and-is-cansed_hyv-asuddon-declivity-in-the bad. nf - - 
the river, on the contre of which, at vary low 
water, two ridges of rock appear, leaving a 
narrow chanuel betweou, Busides this narrow 
passago, however, thors are two chanayls, one on 
euch side. between thi contral rocks and tha 
‘banks.. Fortunately at low water the eurront 
on the gorges, where there is no possible track-,, 
ing ground, is slaggish, and the unwieldy native 
orafé are either rowed or wailed through thom. 
Whon the river is high, that is during tho 
remaining eight months of tho year, the races and. 
rapidsare altogether obliterated, baing covered to 
adepth of thirty or more feat. The affect of this 
risa, on the other hand, is to strengthen the cur- 
rout in tha gorges, against which the junks— 
there bying, as I said, no towing path—find it 

vory difficult to make lead way, Tho section of * 
300 miles of rivar that lieg betwen the Gorges 
and Chang-king presents no diffienlty to naviga. 
tion.” The tims required to navigate a jnuk 
botween chang and Chang-kiny depends upon 
the state of the river, In wintor twonty-five or 
thirty days are uyaally required, while af high 
water, say in July, six to cight weeks are con- 
sidered a fair passage. The down journay oc- 
oupies from six to twelve days.”” Here we have 
clearly pointad ont to us that the diffioultias to. 
nuvigation are limited withid tha 109 milus be 
tween Ichang and Kuéi-chow Fu. ‘Tho two 
chiof difficultios nro :— ‘ A 

Ist.—The current in the gorgas duriag oight 
months of tha year. 

2nd.—Tho rapids, and mncovared or slightly 
‘covered rocks during the other four months. 

Let us consider these dificulties ‘separately. 
The curreut in the gorges the Chinese boatman 
ovarcoma by-dint of mora mareular powe —the 
firstand moat siinpleof our “prime movers.” The 
qnastion now may ba prt: eain-wwae take a steamer 
propelled by paddle wheols, or screws, with the 
assistanos of a submorged oably in places. if 
necessary, where the Chines boatman take their 
junks, by manual labour, tugging at tho ond of . 
a bamboo rope P- \ 2 

The general opinion is we can. Most peapla 
agoept this supposition asa hypothesis in the 
disonysion of this subject. I’ do uot, ns tho 
golden rolo with engineera is,“ never take any 
thing for granted.” I shall, howaver, simply 
éndeavoar to show somo of the advantaras in 
favour of a steamer making the passage to 
Chungking. Lieutenant Dawson. who surveyed 
the river between Iohang and Kuei-chou Fu in 
1869, says in bis report, “ As far as my oxpori- 
eoos.on the uypor part of the river abuvo 
Tohang oxtondy, tho dopth of water is not a 
difficulty to be approhanded, at any tims’ of the 
yoar.as thore was seldom leas than ten fathoms. 
Propelling 8 vessel “zaiust tho ourrent is simply 
4 question of powor, ta overcome the resistance 
duo to the scotional area of tho vossol. This ro- 
sistance is -mothomaticully roprosouted by o 
varying co-efficient of resistance for differant 
water lines, multiplied by the area of the largest 
immersed cross-section in fest. 2 

Taking the vo-sfficiont value of the resistance 
offered by s squaro-onded vossel (say a junk), a 
one oo-officient of resistance of a modern steamer 
constracted on wave lines with her bow linas ba- 
ing s curve of varsad sines and her stern lines 
cycloidal, varias with the ware line of the vessel 
and its-proportion of bow and stern lines.

“The horse-powor required to propal o square 
foot of flat-ended vessel through the water at 
the rate of 20 knats an hour ig 8.76 horse-power.

Furthermore, wo kaow the surface-velocily of 
a navigable river is much. greater than the mean 
velocity, Allowing the surface velocity of the 
Yaugtazo to bo 8 milos an hour, the bottom velo- 
sity, would bo 3.3 miles, and the mean velocity 
would bo 5.6 milos, which wonld bain favour of 
the deeper immersed veasel, which is the steamer. 
When the rivet was high, a scrow steamer would 
be more suitable for the navigation than a stern- 
wheel boat. . . 
I-shall now make o few remarks upon the 
othor difficulties. . , 
When tho river is low, and the rapids exist 
mud rocks sre exposed, or dangerously near the 
surface, this would be by far the most dangerous 
and anxious time for navigators until at least, 
as Lieut, Dawson eays in hia report, “A thorough 
detailed survay is made, and the changes of the 
ricer at tha diffrent spasons watohed and noted 
by competent persons. Sach'a survey could only 
te taade in the winter months, when the river is 
at its lowest.” - Tho rocks are obstacles wa know 
how to romove, but it might happen that, at car- 
tain timas of the year; owing to the shallowness 
af the water over some of the rapids, navigation 
would be altogather stopped. This, however, 
could not Jast long. ca 
During the low-water period, ctern-wlioel ves- 
soly might be guitable. Dithoagh I am aware 
that: stern-wheel ateamers aan be ‘sonstrnotad to 
sleamt' 18 miles an hour, they have no advantage «. 
aver screw steamers, unless where the- water is 
very shallow. Starn-wheel vessels are not novel- 
ties, “The first. prictical stoam-boat was a 
storn-wheel-bost bailt for Lord Dundas in 1801, 
and named the Charlotta Dudas. Sho was used 
ana tagon the Forth and Clyde Canal with com- 
plete success. ‘The Charlotie Dundas’ had one 
paddle wheel near the gterm, driven by 9 direct 
acting horizontal engine, with a connecting rod 
and crank, The arrangement of her mechanism 
was such as wanld be considered ersditable 
at-tho presont dey.” -(Rankine), Submerged 
cables for towing on, such as are used on 
tho Danube between Pressburg and Vienna, 
and on the Elbs. between Aucsig and Haw- 
‘berg, might be. of great assistance at the 
rapids, especially to vessels that could assist 
themeelves, at the ssme time, by means of their 
propelle: Tho chain cable between Pressburg 
and Viors is laid in lengths of 100 foot, connect- 
ed with shackles.
